Cooper Union's archives have been collecting exhibition ephemera 
for decades, but it wasn't until Anjanisari Ramadhani (School of 
Art class of 2022; Archives Assistant 2022-2023) began processing 
these materials—tickets, programs, invitations, posters, flyers, and 
objects—that we realized how far back they went. 

With annual reception invitations dating back to 1860, stu- 
dent shows established themselves as one of the earliest and most 
enduring Cooper traditions. 

Showcasing student work for the public fits perfectly with 
what we know about Peter Cooper’s original intent for The Cooper 
Union. In his letter accompanying the Deed of Trust, he articulates 
his immense faith in students, even suggesting that they formulate 
the rules and regulations of the school. In the Deed of Trust, he ex- 
presses his desire for The Cooper Union to serve the City of New 
York writ large through free programming in the Great Hall, the cre- 
ation of a free public reading room, and open galleries of art and 
scientific collections. 

There have been eras in which the original mission has 
been followed more closely than others. But over the decades, Peter 
Cooper’s foundational commitment to students has most consis- 
tently shone through in these publicly accessible and institutionally 
supported exhibitions of their work, created and curated by them, in 
advancement of science, art, and innovation.

Note from the Curator 


Framing significance to materials often disguised as mundane is the 
common sensibility between my sculptural practice and archiving 
collections. Processing the Event and Exhibition Ephemera Collec- 
tion, which entailed working closely with showcards and posters 
between today and 1860, further deepened my perception of the 
Library as a temple of evidence. Protectors and users of historical 
ephemera make possible the conversation of information between 
past, present, and future. 


Show of Shows examines the collection as a continuous work in 
progress and an ongoing recontextualization of young people's cu- 
riosities and expression throughout Cooper’s history: From the very 
beginning of schoolwide showcase receptions in 1859, to creations 
by the Women’s Design school, Black student group shows, the Free 
Education Committee, and Intra-Disciplinary seminars. Undocu- 
mented but no less important are gaps in the archive: missing doc- 
umentation of annual exhibits during WWII, online-only shows 
during Covid-19 and, as we go into print, exclusion of the public 
from the End of Year Show in 2024 due to nationwide campus cen- 
sorship. The archive and its patrons are forever witness to an institu- 
tion’s ebb and flow.
